‘HAWAII'S SERIOUS PROBLEM 


Great Plantation Interests 


Pulling Apart. 


Balance of Power Alleged to Be 
Held by Natives. 


Desire to Retain Contract Labor 
Inspires the Move. 


SECRET LEAGUE IN EXISTENCE. 


Natives Frightened into Compliance 
by the Fear of Degradation—A 
Strong Element of the Patriotic 
Society Holds Aloof. 


| (BY THE TIVES’ SPECIAL WIRE) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—(Special 
Dispatches.) Honolulu -advices say: 


anti-annexation league will be sprung 
in this city, and branches will be or- 
ganized all over the islands. It will 
have millions of money behind it and 
»will go in for an aggressive campaign. 
Its chief promotors are some of the 
wealthiest and most influential ‘plant- 
ers in the country. Paul Isenberg, Sr., 
a mer¢hant, 
sShip-owner, who recently returned from 
Germany, is at the head of the move- 
ment. His platform contemplates full | 
‘support to the Republic of Hawaii, but 
war to the death against annexation: 


annexation are, first, that no benefit 
will accrue to Hawaii through _polit- 
ical incorporation with the. - United 
States; second, that annexation will 
put an end to contract labor, which will 
mean loss, if not ruin, to the planters. 
Numerous other items of detail will be 
included in the argument to be promul- 
gated. The dangers of being overrun 
by the American tramp element, as well 
as the effects of American laws upon 
local conditions will be pointed out. 

“The natives will .be told that under 
the government of the United States 
he will be relegated to the social and 
political level of» the negro. Nothing 
holds so many terrors for the Hawaiian 
as that ‘bogey.’ It has been his night- 
mare from the birth of the annexation 
movement, and is the most powerful 
weapon any party could use against 
the cause. Mr. Isenberg is the father 
of the anti-annexation. league. When 
John W. Foster recently said to him: 
‘The next Presidential term means 
either annexation or the death of re- 
ciprocity,’ he revlied, ‘Then kill reci- 
procity.’ 

He began by airing his views in the 
local newspapers and among his planter 
friends. 
with him were James Campbell, the 
millionaire who was recently abducted 
in San Francisco; H. A. Widemann, 
plantation-owner, capitalist and promi- 
nent politician under _ the monarchy, 
and J. A. Magoon, a lawyer who was 
originally an annexationist. Besides 
these the anti-annexation league will 
swing all the Spreckels interests in the 
islands, the houses of H. Toellfeld & 
Co.; Theo H. Davies & Co., anda large 
number of plantations. 

“It is noted that a number of names 
in the list have been favorable to the 
cause of the late monarchy, Having 
given up ald hopes of restoration, they 
espouse the cause: of the republic 
against annexation, as second choice. 
Some of the leaders do not hesitate to 
say that their opposition is a question 
of dollars and cents. They do not be- 
lieve the reciprocity treaty will be ab- 
rogated by the United States, and they 
desire to cling to the last to the con- 
tract-labor system, which they say has 
made the wagar industry of these 
islands. 

“Of course the annexation party will 
take a strong hand against this power- 
ful opposition. Up to this writing the 
secret of the existence of the league 
has been carefully guarded among its 
promoters, and will not be let out until 
j the organization is complete. It will be 
sprung on the day the ‘anti’s’ are ready 
to begin work. A great sensation will 
result. Then will begin a tug-of-war 
between the two most powerful ele- 
ments in the islands. The native popu- 
lation will be catered to by both fac- 
tions as practically the ‘balance of 
power.’ This element will divide. A 
strong folldwing belonging to the 
Aloha Aina Society and the guardians 
of the cause of the late monarchy will 
hold aloof from the fight. 

“The. new movement, will also split 
the plantation influence, which, how- 
ever, has never been organized polit- 
ically.

movement from the first. The bank- 
ing houses of Bishop & Co. and the 
Hawaiian Safe Deposit Company will 
cast their influence with this clement. 

“Among the wealthiest. piantation- 
owners the annexationists will find 
strong leaders in Wilcox and Kauai, 
H. P. Baldwin of Maui, John A. Scott 
of Hawaii and others of less promi- 
nence on all the islands. 

“A part of the work of the anti-an- 
nexation league will be to organize the 
employés of its chief promoters. For 
this purpose there will be an Enroll- 
ment Committee. AS Many names as 
possible will be gotten. It is presumed 
that when the annexation question 
comes up at Washington in the spring, 
Congress will send @ commission to 
Honolulu to report on the situation. 
The league will then present its roll 
against that of the Annexation Club, 
and will endeavor to show that an- 
nexation is not wanted. 

“In the meantime the annexation 
forces are strengthening and very 
hopeful.’ The roll has been reopened 
and many neW names have been added, 
Minister Hatch writes from Washing- 
ton that the question will be brought 
up before the special session in the 
spring. Though this has been expected 
for some time, information from offi- 
cial sources has further revived the 
enthusiasm in the cause.”

REBELS 


Gen. Rios Beaten in the 
Philippines. 


Disastrous Defeat of Spaniards 
at Noveleta, 


Gunboats and Troops Do not 
Save a Rout. 


Advance on Insurgents’ Works Re- 

aults in Troops Being Mown 

- Down by the Fire—A Second At- 
‘tack Ends More Disastroustly.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—(Special | 
Dispatch.) Private advices from Ma- | 
nila,” Philippine Islands reached here | 
today, and are verified by the account | 
that appears in the Hong Kong press, | 
received by the steamer Belgic this | ¢ 
morning. The news contained in the | 
communication deals with an attack by | 
the Spanish on Noveleta Isthmus, and 
the attempt of the Spanish to dislodge 
the insurgents in Cavite and Viejo. It 
is now learned that the great victory 
which the Spanish claimed ended in an 
ignominious defeat. The rebels held 
Noveleta against W arships and troops. 


heavy loss. 

The Spanish forces under Gen. Rios 
were divided into two brigades of 7000 
men each supported by the Spanish 
gunboats in the bay. The insurgents 
numbered about 12,000, a somewhat 
smaller force than the Spanish com- 
manded, but they were strongly en- 
trenched in Cavite and Noveleta. Gen. 
Rios attacked the first line of redoubts 
at Noveleta, and the rebels fell back 
to the main line of defense, a mile in 
the rear. The Spanish had their plans 
well arranged. They placed the 
cruiser Castilla close inshore, and with 
her guns covered the attack of the 
royal troops. cruiser’s shells 
reached outside the defenses of the 
rebels, but had little effect on the de- 
fenses of the city. 

The fight started at 9 o'clock Sunday, 
November 8, and by 1 o'clock the in- 
surgents’ outer works had been evacu- 
ated. Then a general attack followed, 


Brigade against the rebel en- 
echments. The gunboats opened 
fire on the enemy, but, owing to bad 
gunnery, failed to cause any damage to 
defenses. 

When Rio’s men reached the insur- 
gents’ works a terrific fire was opened 
on them. They marched forward until 
the rifle pits commenced to belch fire, 
mowing down the front ranks. The 
column faltered, then retreated slowly 
under heavy fire. The Spanish troops 
were.in the open, and subjected to the 
full effect of the fire. Had the rebels’ 
gunnery been good, Rios would have 
been slaughtered. 

On the morning of the $th, the Span- 
ish were back in their camp again, and 
had repaired the remnants of the First 
Brigade. At least hundred 
wounded were brought from the battle- 
field. 

Wednesday, November 11, Rios pre- 
pared and headed a second attack on 
Noveleta. He threw his entire urmy 
against the redoubts, and was rouied 
with heavy loss in the first attack. 
The gunboats failed to aid the troops, 
their shots falling short. The Spanish 
did not attempt to renew the attack, 
but waited until the morning of the 
14th, when a weak effort was made 
to flank the rebels, the failure of \hich 
ended the fighting for the time veg. 

A NEEDLESS SUGGESTION. 

-LONDON, Dec. 22.—A special from 
Paris says it is suggested that Great 
Britain, France and Italy, the powers 
most interested, offer’ their services in 
the Cuban question in order to pre- 
vent a conflict between Spain -and the 
a States, and terminate the re- 
volt. 

SPANIARDSTHRICE REPULSED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—Private 
advices from Manila, Philippine Isl- 
ands, received today give an ac- 
count of a revolution against Spanish 
rule in the islands and relates how the 
Spanish troops were thrice repulsed by 
a smaller force of insurgents. 

The fight started November 8 and 
continued at intervals for three days. 
Twelve thousand insurgents repulsed 
14,000 Spaniards. The Spanish loss was 
heavy, and they were driven from their 
position near the town of Covite. So 
far the revolutionists have had the bet- 
ter of the fight. 

AFFAIRS GROWING WORSE. 

NEW YORK, Dee, 22.—A Key West 
special to the World says: 

“Gen Weyler proposes to take the 
field in Santa Clara province, itis 
learned from Havana, and force the 
fighting. The captain-general is dis- 
turbed by reports of insurgent opera- 
tions in Santa Clara.

JUDGE HOADLEY'S OPINION. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 22.—The Commer- 
cial-Tribune having asked by telephone 
of Judge George J. Hoadley of New 
York, that_he give his opinion in regard 
to the exclusive right of the President 
to acknowledge the independence of 
Cuba, he replied as follows: 

“NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Legislative 
powers granted by the, Constitution, 
are, in accordance with article 1, section 
1, vested in Congress. Plenary powers 
over the relations of the United States 
to foreign governments is committed 
to Congress by the power granted in 
clause 3, to regulate com- 
merce With foreign nations: also. to the 
President and Senate, by article 2, 
section 2, clause 2, to make treaties with 
the concurrence " of two-thirds of the 
Senators present, and by like advice 
and consént to appoint ambassadors. 

“By the express terms of article 6, sec- 
tion 2, the laws of the United States 
and all treaties are the supreme law of 
the land. From this it follows that the 
power to recognize foreign states and 
determine which of the two contending 
parties represents the foreign state, 
is lodged in the President and Senate 
by virtue of the treaty power, and Con- 
gress, subject to the veto of the Presi- 
dent and the power to regulate com- 
merce With foreign nations. Both these 
powers hecessarily involve the right 
to determine which is the law of the 
foreign state with whom to treat or 
carry on commerce, because both are 
laws of the United States. 

“By article 2, section 2, clause 3, reso- 


lutions and votes. in which the concur- 


rence of the Senate and House ‘are nec- 
essary, except on questions of adjourn- 
ment, must be presented to the Presi- 
dent, and if;approved by him, or passed 
over his veto, become laws as effectu- 
ally as in the case of a bill. From the 
character given to the foregoing laws 
of the United States, it follows that 
they take precedence in authority over 
any executive order receiving ambassa- 
dors, which is the power referred to in 
the support of the claim that the Pres- 
ident has the right to recognize foreign 
states without consulting Congress. 

“I desire to accompany the foregoing 
opinion with the expression of a strong 
conviction that the vroposed action on 
the part of Congress would be in the 
na degree unwise, though not il- 
egal

HAVANA, Dec. 22.—Capt.-Gen. Wey- 
ler left Havana this morning on the 
Spanish cruiser Legazpi. bound for Ma- 
riet, north of the military line in the 
province of Pinar del Rio, with the in- 
tention of resuming personal command 
of the operations against the insurgents 
in that part of Cuba. 

Gen. Solano reports from Santa Clara 
that Lieut.-Col. Oliver, in command of 
the Granada battalion, had an engage- 
ment with the insurgents, who had over 
two hundred killed and wounded. The 
insurgents derailed an exploring engine 
near Yaguiramas, Matanzas, killing the 
conductor and so seriously injuring the 
engineer that both of his legs had to be 
amputated: 

BRAZILIAN AGITATION. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—The Herald's 
correspondent at Rio de Janeiro tele- 
graphs that the agitation in that city 
in favor of the Cuban revolutionists 
continues without abatement.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 22.—The Senate 
was unexnectedly diverted today from 
Cuba the Pacific railroads. An un- 
usually large crowd was in the gal- 
leries, anticipating that Mr. Vest would 
continue his speech begun yesterday 
on the attitude of Mr. Olney toward the 
Cameron resolution. . 

The interest this had awakened was 
shown by the presénce in the diplo- 
matic gallery of First Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Rockhill, who is next in 
rank to Mr. Olney in State Department 
affairs, and who has had special charge 
of the reports coming from consuls in 
Cuba. The, foreign delegations also 
were well represented. 

Soon after the session open Mr. 
Pettigrew, of South Dakota called up 
his resolution relative to the trust notes 
of the Pacific railroads. The Senator 
made a savage onslaught on the Pa- 
cific railroad system in general, charg- 
ing that a combination of private in- 
terests was seeking to absorb the roads 
and close out. the government. 

This onened the entire question, and 
Mr. Morgan of Alabama followed with 
a bitter arraignment of the Pacific 
roads, charging them with fraud and 
crime on @ gigantic scale. The speech 
lasted until shortly before 2 o'clock, 
when the morning hour expired, thus 
sending over the Cuban question until 
after the holidays. : 

Mr. Call secured the adoption of a 
resolution asking the Secretary of State 
for information relative to the killing 
of Charles Gavin, an American citizen, 
by the Spanish forees in Cuba. Fur- 
ther than this the session was unevent- 
ful and the Senate adjourned for the 
holiday recess, lasting until January 56. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


(SECOND SESSION.) 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—SENATE.— 
Senator Vest’s anticipated speech con- 
cerning Secretary Olney'’s attitude 
toward the Cameron resolution filled 
the Senate galleries to overflowing to- 
day. Minister Hatch of Hawaii was 
among the early arrivals. Disappoint- 
ment was expressed when it became 
known that Senator Vest would not 
continue his remarks, which were cut 
off by an objection yesterday. 

The Urgent Deficiency Bill was re- 
ported and passed with minor amend-. 
ments. It. carried $884,885. The larger 
part of which is for continuance of 
the work of the Navy Department. 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota called 
up his resolution appropriating 319,- 
000,000 to take up the trust notes of 
the Union Pacific Railroad. He said 
this step was imperative-to protect the 
interests of the government against 
the scheme of those who held the notes, 
whose purpoSes was to absorb. the 
branch lines of the Union Pacific. He 
believed the Union Pacific was not in- 
solvent, and the floating debt was 
created for the express purposes of 
complicating and embarrassing the 
government lien. 

Mr. Pettigrew pointed out that in 
1891, while the Union Pacific road had 
$22,000,000 of the stock. of the branch 


roads in its possession, with earnings 
sufficient to pay expenses, pay inter- 
est on the first-mortgace bonds and 


furnish a sturplus, this floating debt of 
$8, 800, was created, ‘ 

“It turns up [{n the hands of the of- 
ficers and directors and representatives 
of the road,” he said, “and the bonds 
and stocks of the branch line® are 
taken by these officers and placed with 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. as security for 
this floating debt. 

Now, it was well for the committee 

to ascertain how this ftloating debt 
came into existence, the consideration 
received for it and everything con- 
nected with it. in view of the fact 
that the road was carning its operat- 
ing expenses, interest on its bonds, and 
a surplus besides.” 
. The Senator deciared that these neo- 
ple propose to get control of 393,000,000 
of stock and bonds which control the 
branch lines of the Unien Pacific, in- 
dependent: absolutely of the rights and 
interests @f the United States govern- 
ment. He said that the stocks and 
bonds are worth $35,006,900 today upon 
the market. Their a-parent purpose, 
he said. was to divert the business of 
the branch lines to other roads and 
thereby make the property upon which 
the government holds this security, al- 
most worthless. At this juncture 
prompt action,’ was required to pre- 
vent the aceomplishment of this pur- 
pose, which was in line, Pettigrew said, 
with the dishonest and corrunt acts 
of these men through a lifetime. 

The Senator said an advertisement 
had been placed in the Wall-street 
Daily News signed by J. G. Moore, 
James W. Alexander and John F. 
Adams, a committee for the purpose of 
earrving out this purpose. He under- 
stood this committee represents the 
great estates which control the Union 
Pacific Railroad. which have made 
great fortunes out of the road and 
have so managed it as to “swindle the 
sinking fund”.and caused great scan- 
dals in relation to the roads. Part of 
the plan was to have receivers ap- 
pointed in the interest of the men who 
were controlling the road. arid better 
facilitate the defeat of the govern- 
ment’s claim. 

Mr. Gear of Iowa, chairman of the 
Committee on Pacific Roads, asked If | 
Mr. Pettigrew favored operation of the 
roads by the government, He an- 
swered certainly.. The government 
could not possifly manage the Pacific 
roads worse than they had been man- 
aged. It would do away with pools, 
combinations and discrimination rates 
which made American railroads a tar- 
get for criticism. 

Mr. Platt of Connecticut, meres of the 
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imperative necessity .of .considering 
the importance of a settlement with 
the Pacific roads. The indebtedness 
reaching $115,000,000. was in danger of 
being lost, and yet this vast debt and 
the peril of its loss seemed to disturb 
no one. 


Mr. Morgan of Alabama, said the 
statements made by Mr. Pettigrew 


were of a most grave character. It 
was difficult for any single mind. to 
grasp the “labyrinth of fraud and 
rascality’’ that had made this subject 
a “perfect saturnalia) fraud,” a 
twin brother to the Credit Mobilier 
frauds, carried on under the same 
methods of bribery and corruption, 
The subject had been so deeply Wuried 
in fraud and crime as to be almost 
beyond the possibility of intelligent 
consideration. 

As to the pending Funding Bill, Mr. 
Morgan said he opposed it, and when 
it came up he would insist upon the 
fullest latitude of debate. He particu- 
larly desired to see the interests, of 


the people of the Pacific Slope pre- 
» tected against the monopoly and 
against a combination of those two 
‘Sar 


“vast influences—the Union Pacific,and 
Central Pacific—under private control. 
No section of the country had been so 
bound and made subservient as those 
of the Pacific Coast by this gorgon of 
monopoly. He believed the. pending 
Funding Bill should be recommitted to 
the committee and a more adequate 
remedy presented. 

The Union Pacific had enough in its 
treasury. to pay the interest on the 
first-mortgage bonds and yet it came 
to Congress as a bankrupt and mendi- 
eant, asking for pity. It was not only 
paving interest on its own bonds, but 
it was paying dividends to British 
bondholders. Three roads were pursu- 
ing what had become a fixed policy in 
railway management in the’ United 
States—the running-down antl wreck- 
ing of railroads in order to manipulate 
them. 

Mr. Vest of Missouri, (Dem.,) inter- 
posed at this point with a question as 


to the meaning of the President, in 
his recent message, that unless Con- 
gress acted on this Pacific. railway 


question, the executive branch would 
act by January 1. 

Mr. Morgan gave a deprecatory gest- 
ure and said: “Now in all Egypt 
there was only one man, and he was 
divinely inspired, who could interpret 
the dreams of Pharaoh, The Senator 
ought not to ask me to interpret the 
President's message. Ifgany man is 
capable of interpreting that message 

it is the Senator from Missouri. I am 
not stopping to interpret the message.” 

Mr. Vest, with message in hand, de- 
sired a more exact answer, and pro- 
ceeded to read the President's words, 

. but he was cut off, amid laughter, by 
Mr. Morgan’s earnest remark: “I wish 
the Senator would not bother me with 
that message.”’ 

Mr. Morgan proceeded at considerable 
length, urging that it was supreme 
importance that these roads should 
not fall into private hands, particularly 
the hands of foreign bondholders. It 
Was coming to the point that an Amer- 
ican stockholder in an American rail- 
road was a curiosity who ought to be 
put in a side-show. 

Mr. Gear quickly interrupted, citing 
the instance of an American road 7000 
miles long, not only owned. by. Ameri- 
cans, but by American women, who 
held a majority of the stock. , 

“And who owns the bonds?” inquired 
Mr. Morgan. “Show me the man who 
holds the bonds and I will show you 
who controls the road.” 

It was but a few. minutes before the 
expiration of the morning hour when 
Mr. Morgan closed. . 

Mr. Gear spoke briefly, urging speedy 
action on the Pacific raiJroad question 
and saying he would geek to secure 
some headway immediately after the 
holidays. He announced ‘that if a quo- 
rum of the Senators was here during 
the recess, meetings would be held to 
inquire into questions which had been 

Mr. Pettigrew's resolution was. then 
referred to the Committee on Pacific 
Railroads.

Results of the Investigation by the 
Fish Commissioners,

in Tdaho, has been completed and pub- 
lished. The inquiry was begun July 20 
of last year, and both the large and 
small fish had reached the Idaho lakes 
then. The reports of the investigation 

are summed up as follows: 
It is probable both the large and 


| small forms of red fish are anadromous, 


though the evidence that the smaller 

| comes from the sea is not complete. 
/The mutilations, sores, fraying out of 
' fins. etc.. are practically all received 
subsequent to reaching the spawning 
grounds. The red fish all die soon after 
spawning. The young red fish remain 
in the lakes and connecting water for 
at least one year after the eggs are 
spawned. The Chinook salmon, which 
eome to these waters die after spawn- 
ing. |The young Chinook salinon appear 
to remain for about one year after the 
eggs are laid, near where they are 
hatched.

Four Failures of Business Men and 
Small Rune on Three Banks 
Echoes of the Crash—Minne- 
sota Bank Failure. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
CHICAGO Dec. 22.—The failure of 
Angus & Gindele, general contractors; 
the American Brewing, Malting and 
Elevator Company, the George A. 
Weisse Malting and Elevator Com- 
pany, and George A. Weisse, individu- 
ally, all of these being due to the col- 
lapse of the National Bank of Illinois, 
and small runs on three banks, were 
the echoes today of the bank failures 
yesterday. Runs were made on the 
Garden City Banking and Trust Com- 
pany, the Hibernian Savings Bank and 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
but none of the runs were of much im- 
portance. 

The officers of the Garden City Bank- 
ing and Trust Company had expected 
that a run would be made upon their 
institution, and were ready to meet it. 
They threw open the doors of the Hank 
an hour earlier than usual, and. they 
said they wanted to get the run out 
of the way so they could transact their 
usual business without being disturbed. 
Quite a crowd of depositors had gath- 
ered at the doors before they were 
opened, and as soon as the bank was 
ready for business the depositors gave 
the paying tellers all they cared to do. 
The run kept up with energy for over 
an hour, and then died away. 

At the close of banking hours the of- 
ficers of the institution announced that 
during the day the amount of money 
taken in. was treble that paid out, and 
the bank was declared in better shape 
than at the opening of the doors in 
the morning The run on the Hibernian 
Savings Bank was of short duration, 
as the officers declined to make any 
payment on time deposits unless given 
sixty days’ notice. They said this was 
not beeause they were not prepared to 
pay all depositors in full, but because 
they wished to avoid embarrassment 
to smaller bankers who might not be 
prepared to pay all their depositors, 
and who might be placed in an em- 
barrassing position. stronger 
banks were paying all demands for 
time deposits. 

There was a slight run on the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank shortly after it

Structions were given to the tellers to 
serve the customary sixty-day notice, 
but to pay all depositors who could 
show that they wanted $100 of their 
money for a legitimate purpose.

After the close of banking hours the 
excitement had completely died out. 
The giving of the notice was sanctioned 
by the Clearinghouse Committee and 
the object was (the Illinois Trust being 
the strongest savings bank in the city) 
to give the smaller ones the opportunity 
to point to its action as an- excuse for 
giving the notice themselves which 
they did and thus effectually stopped 
a run. 

The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank

The American Brewing, Malting and 
Elevator Company, the George Weisse 
Malting and Elevator Company and 
George A. Weisse assigned this even- 
ing in the county court.

The failure of 
the two corporations was the result of 
the failure of the National Bank of 
Illinois, the two companies were bor- 
rowers from the bank and were in- 
debted to it when it failed to the 
amount of over $500,000. As soon as 
the failure of the bank was announced, 
preparations were begun for the clos- 
ing of the business of the two com- 
panies. The corporations were both 
organized through the efforts of George 
A. Weisse. who is president of the 
George A. Weisse Malting and Eleva- 
tor Company and a son-in-law of Pres- 


Illinois. 

The American Brewing, Malting and 
Elevator Company is the owner of ex- 
tensive malt houses on North Ashland 
avenue, Which ‘are leased to the other 
company and are used by it in the 
manufacture of malt. The American 
Brewing, Malting and Elevator Com- 
pany has a large brewery adjvining the 
malt house and the two are closély re- 
lated in business, the one buying and 
selling to the other. Judge Horton 
earlier in the day appointed a receiver 
for the genera! contracting firm of 
Angus & Gindele on the application of 
John Augus, one of the members of 
the firm. The assets of the concern 
were placed at $300,000 and the liabili- 
ties at $250,000. — 


An answer /was filed to the

eeiver. According to the bill the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois, which failed 
Monday. ivaned the firn $250,000: and 
the suspension of that institution has 
nearly destroyed the credit of the ceon- 
tracting firm, so there §vas nothing left 
but an application to a court fer re- 
lief.

ST. PAUL BANK FAILURE. 


ST. PAUL, Dec. 22.—State Bank 
Exambiner McKeon today took posses- 
sion of the Bank of Minnesota, and, 
as a result, the Union Stock Yards 
Bank, also failed. The Bank of Minne- 
sota's capital is $2,000,000. It was con-_ 
sidered one of the strongest banks in 
the West. The reason given by the 
bank officials for the failure, is the 
general stringency and the difficulty in 
making collections. The Bank of 
Minnesota was established by Dawson 
& Co. in 1859. 

The Bank of Minnesota, in common 
with all the other banks in the city, 
had a share of the deposit of State 
funds, and at the time of the last 
statement had between $70,000 and $80,- 
000 of State money on deposit. It was 
also the depository for the county, and 
until recently was the main bank 
through which the city business was 
transacted. Robert A. Smith, present 
postmaster and until last spring Mayor 
of St. Paul, was for years vice-presi- 
dent of the bank. William Dawson, 
Sr., was president, and William Daw- 
son, Jr., was cashier. 

Assistant .Cashier Robert T. Miller 
gave a brief statement of the reason as 
follows: “We had a large retail trade, 
said he, ‘which has suffered materially 
from the hard times for the past three 
years, during which time our individ- 
ual deposits have decreased from a mil- 
lion and a half to $700,000. Then, in 
addition to this, inability to collect 
large bills receivable or notes, and 
general depression in money and busi- 
ness all over the country. That really 
is the story in a few words.” 

The Union Stock Yards Bank, which 
closed its doors simultaneously with 
the Bank of Minnesota, was owned by 
the latter, and its president was Wil- 
liam Dawson, while John Flannigan 
was cashier. That is perfectly solvent. 
It had a capital stock of $25,000, and 
there is absolutely no danger of any of 
its depositors losing anything. : 

RECEIVERS TO BE APPOINTED. 

ST, PAUL (Minn.,) Dec, 22.—Judge 
Otis of the Ramsey District Court to- 
night agreed to appoint Frank Sey- 
mour, cashier of the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank, and an attorney, not yet 
decided on, to be receivers of the Bank 
of Minnesota, which clesed its doors to- 
day The State Bank Examiner is in 
charge of the bank pending such ap- 
pointment, which will be made tomor- 
row. After making an examination of 
the affairs today he said he did not 
consider the failure a bad one, but ex- 
pected the bank would resume business 
before long.

It had: many 
correspondents, among them being the 
National Bank of Illinois, but it was 
stated tonight the failure of the big 
Chicago bank had nothing to do with 
the closing of this concern. The small 
bank at the stock yards that closed as 
a result of the other failure, was a 
.branch of the Bank of Minnesota, but 
‘Tho other local banks are at all affected 
by the failure, 

The Bank of Minnesota has heen 
known 4s such since 1882, but prior to

THE MONEY FLEW. 


HERRMANN SPENT SIX HUNDRED 
_ THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


His Tours Were Always Profitable 
but His Speculations Were 


Mostly Bad—Carrried Horses with 
Him to Attract Attention. 


(RY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.» 

NEW YORK, Dee. 22.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Conservative estimates place 
Prof. Alexander Herrmann’s net earn- 
ings in the last twelve years at $600,- 
000, and yet he died without leaving a 
dollar.. His tours were always profit- 
able, and although his personal ex- 
penses were enormous, he would havé 
accumulated a fortune if it had not 
been for his unfortunate speculations. ° 
He could make golden eagles sprout 
from the most unexpected places 
through legerdemain, and he could 
make them disappear with equal facil- 
ity in his private life. 

There are few men who are able to 
make as much money as Herrmann did 
in an ordinarily good season. He could 
leave the United States for six months, 
live as few princes can afford to do, 
and return with $100,000 in gold. Dur- 
ing the last few years a judgment 
against him was_ worthless, as he 
owned no tangible property,.and he 
was swamped with debts. He died 
in a private palace car for. which he 
had agreed to pay Mrs. Langtry $12,- 
500 


He always carried from five to eight 
beautiful horses with him at an ex- 
pense of $300 to $500 a week. When 
friends remonstrated with him on this 
‘subject, he would smile and remark 
‘between the puffs of a_ cigarette: 
“They pay for themselves in advertis- 
ing. They are noticed everywhere, 
and talk makes business.’” 

‘Herrmann returned from his Euro- 
pean trip fifteen years ago so poor he 
had to raise money on his wife’s jew- 
elry. ‘'He'soon afterward started for a 


‘tour of Mexico, the West Indies and 


South Ameriea, and on his next ap- 
‘pearance here his capacious pockets 
were lined with’ money. An era of 
disastrous speculations followed. He 
made $200,000 in two years. through 
his own work and his partnership with 
Lederer. in “The Transatlantiques”’ 
Vaudeville Company, and “U, & I.” 


as stars, This money quickly slipped 
through his fingers. 

He had at different times taken out 
sevéral life insurance policies, but he 
had assigned them all to creditors as 
security for loans, and he recently ap- 
plied to one of the leading companies 
for a $50,000 policy, After he had been 
examined by the company’s physicians 
he was rejected on account of the heart 
trouble that resulted in his death last 
week.

cued by the peliee. - Just before leaving 
Maj. McKinley declared that his health 
was much improved, and that his rest 
had done him ‘a world of good.” 

THURSTON CALLS ON HANNA.

Allison Ranch Mine.

SAN FRANCISCO,: Dec. 22.—The 
Allison Ranch mine, which was a 
quarter of a century ago one of the 
best producing mines in the vicinity 
of Grass Valley, is to be reopened and 
worked to its fullest capacity. The 
mine is now owned by John W. Mackay 
and James L. Flood. 

The Allison Ranch mine has a. unique 
history. In the height of its prosperity

BLOODY RACE WAR ON THE TAPIS 
AT MAYFIELD, KY, 


Negroes Messing to Wreak Venge- 

ance on the Lynchers of Jim 
Stone—Whites Barricade Their 
Houses and Send to Other Points 
for Aid, 


ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 22.—A special to the 
Globe-Democrat from Mayfield, Ky., 
says: 

“The chances for a big battle here at 
daylight are good. Special trains have 
brought armed negroes and whites to 
town, and they are preparing for a 
fight. An attack is hourly expected by 
the whites. Fully 500 whites are armed 
and it is believed as many negroes.” 
A later special says: +2 

“4 a.m.—Every man of this town and 
every boy who can carry a weapon is 
on guard here, for an attack by an 
army of negroes is expected at any mo- 
ment. The whites are being reinforced 
hourly by citizens from the surrounding 

“It is thought that before daylight 
there will be commenced the fiercest 
race war ever known in the South. For 
forty-eight hours news has been re- 
ceived here from different points that 
the negroes were organizing in large 
bodies for the purpose of visiting this 
town nd wreaking vengeance upon 
those who lynched Jim Stone, .the rap- 
ist, Monday morning, and followed this 
by white-capping some of the colored 
families who lived on the outskirts. 

“At 9 o’clock last night telegrams 
from Water Valley said that the ne- 
groes who had massed there were 250 
in number, and that every one had 
some sort of weapon. A half-hour 
later news of a similar nature came 
from Wingo. These reports, in addi- 
tion to many of a similar nature re- 
ceived from surrounding towns during 
the afternoon, caused the greatest con- 
sternation, and preparations were at 
once made fora battle. Men first saw 
to it that their homes were barricaded 
as well as could be done, and they pro- 
ceeded to the hardware stores, where 
every one who could use a weapon was 
handed one, until the entire stock was 
distributed. 

“A dispatch was sent from here te 
Fulton as soon as the alarming re- 
ports began to come in, asking aid of 
the white citizens at that point. A re- 
ply came at once stating that a special 
train would be chartered and a body 
of armed men would reach here as soon 
as it was possible. 

“At 10 o'clock the reports had become 
so alarming that the fire bell was 
sounded, and all of the citizens as- 
sembled in the public square, where 


they remain, expecting the attack at 
any hour. 

“A message from Paducah, received 
at 1 o’clock, stated that a wody of 
negrces was being organized there, 
but that they will not probably march 
upon Mayfield before daybrea‘. 

“At 12:30 o'clock this morning a body 
of citizens of Fulton reached town.

MILITARY 'TELEGRAPHY. 
Rights of Telephone. Subscribers— 
Preserving of . Meats “by Means 


of Electricity—Generating Cur- 
rent by Windmills, 


@PECIAL NDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—In the last re- 
port of the Chief Signal Officer to the 
Secretary of War some _ interesting 
points ‘in the development of military 
telegraphy are brought out. It appears 
that the efficiency of the 780 ‘miles of 
permanent military telegraph lines now 
operating in this country has been 
largely promoted by substituting iron 
for wooden poles. The latter are, in 
fact, wholly discarded, except on a por- 
tion of the Bismarck-Fort, Yates line. 
Notwithstanding the high original cost 
naib oh poles, their use is more eco- 
cal, as the wooden poles rapidly 
deteriorate through climatic action, 
are destroyed by prairie fires, or stolen 
in treeless regions. It is found that 
military lines not only in the ef- 
ficiency and subserve the economical 
Service operations of the government, 
but are of inestimable value to com- 
mercial interests. Thus, the Willcox- 
Holbrook line is almost indispensable 
to the commerce of ‘Central Arizona, 
affording the only telegraphic outlet 
r the extensive Globe mining district 
of that region, and the less important 
towns. The Fort Brown-Fort McIntosh 
line on the Rio Grande is the only 
means of prompt communication with 
the outside world for a distance of 200 
miles along the Mexican frontier. The 
value of the service to commanding 
generals of departments to whom it 
is imperative to keep in closest touch 
with the conditions and prospé¢tive 
disturbances on the great Indian reser- 
vations along the Mexican frontier, is 
inestimable. Many a thrilling story 
could be, told of the troubles averted 
among semi-hostile Indians by the mil- 
itary: telegraph lines connecting Fort 
Du Chesne, Utah, and the San Carlos 
Indian reservations. with the commer- 
cial systems. It is found that the de- 
terrent. effect of these HMnes upon the 
Indians,’ so far as regards the com- 
mittal of acts of crime and violence, 
has a value which cannot be overes- 
timated, involving as-it does the life 
and safety of the settlers of adjacent 
regions. The Indians now realize that 
through ‘the medium of telegraphic in- 
formation outbreaks and violence are 
sure to be followed by speedy action 
of the military authorities. This is an 
exact confirmation of an experience 
in the adniinistration of President Diaz 
in Mexico. This wise ruler has actually 
stopped revolutions, at least in their 
epidemic form by running his telegraph 
lines into the heart of the districts 
populated by the most. restless and 
mischievous Indian tribes. The peon 
realizes that the swiftest cayuse is 
but standing still when the electric 
message is in pursuit, and as he can 
no longer escape punishment for his 
misdeeds, he stays. at home and. be- 
haves himself. Many of the military 
telegraph lines in this country were, in 
the early days, and even in recent 
years, subject to frequent interruptions. 
Cowboys seemed to think that the only 
use for an insulator was to serve as 


.& mark for six-shooter practice, and 


the telegraph pole was the favorite re- 
source for anyone in the _ district 
through which the line ran who hap- 
pened to be short of fire-wood. The 
wire was not so adaptable, but inas- 
much as it was something that could 
be stolen, it had an irresistible fascina- 
tion for the Indians; who would carry 
it off by the hundred yards. These in- 
terruptions have now ceased, and tem- 
porary breaks in the line from other 
causes are speedily repaired. The bi- 
‘cycle is used by repairmen in place of 
the more expensive horse and wagon, 
and not only is the work reached in 
much less time, but at some stations 
it is said, the original value of the 
bicycle has in this way been saved to 
the government in a single year. 
RIGHTS OF TELEPHONE SUB- 
SCRIBERS. 

' The expiry of a famous agreement 
between two well-known corporations 
representing respectively telegraph and 
telephone interests, which has just been 
noted, has brought up the question, 
“What will be the future relations of 
the telegraph and telephone services?” 
This question may rémain-for some lit- 
tle time unanswered, but it is certain 
that the telephone will be in a position 
to compete successfully with its older 
rival in many of the old and regular 
channels, and to an even greater extent 
in many directions hitherto unthought 
of. The telephone system of this coun- 
try, outside of its service, has never 
been popular. The public has not been 
able to dissever from its mind the idea 
of being helplessly in-the hands of a 
virtual monopoly whose rates were, if 
not exorbitant, unreasonably higher 
than those charged in many other coun- 
tries. The still more commanding po- 
sition, therefore, which the telephone 
system is likely shortly to hold, is caus- 
ing some uneasiness, especially as there 
are already sighs of a disposition to 
subject the public to arbitrary dictation 
in certain details of telephone work. A 
decision just rendered by the Supreme 
Court of Indiana concerns one of many 
issues involving the rights of telephone 
subscribers, which may soon have to be 
fought out fn the courts. A man: who 
had a telephone: became annoyed and 
ordered the instrument removed. Sub- 
sequently this man went to a neighbor's 
to telephone the livery stable where he 
kept his horse’ to send the animal 
around. The telephone company re- 
fused to connect this subscriber with 
the stable unless he would promise to 
bar out the man who had given up his 
own telephone. The case went to law, 
and the Supreme Court has decided that 
proper services must be made by the 
telephone company without discrimina- 
tion or partiality. In other words the 
duty of the company, is simply to fur- 
nish a means of communication be- 
tween subscribers. What they say is 
none of its business. ; 


ELECTRICITY. 

The principle of cataphoresis, or the 
driving of foreign substances into ani- 
mal tissue by means of electric cur- 
rents, has been adopted with great 
success in both medical and dental 
work. In these capacities it is em- 
ployed principally in conjunction with 
cocaine or some other anaesthetic, for 
the purpose of rendering the flesh or 
the tooth to be operated upon finsen- 
sible to pain. The benumbing solution 
is forced into the tissue, and’ even 
into the obdurate sensitive dentine of 


is possible for the time. being in .the 
region under treatment. A provision 
merchant of Rio Janeiro has hit updn 
the ingenious idea of .applying ‘this 
-method to the preservation of meat. 
He immerses the meat to he preserved 
in a 30 per cent. solution of common salt 
tiuous current of electricity. In from 
to be complete, and the meat is taken 
out of the bath and hung up to dry. 
For the guidance of thqse who might be 
disposed to try the method, it may be 
added that in working a bath of 3000 
litres of brine in which 1 kilos of 
meat may be immersed, the current 
may be of 100 amperes, with an elec- 
tromotive force of eight volts. The elec- 
trodes must be of platinum, since. -if 
other metals, such as Zinc or iron, were 
used the metal salts formed would be 
injurious.

speak in grateful terms of the electric 
headlight. Beyond the main function 
of this light—to. illuminate the road- 
bed in front of the engine—it throws 
out skyward a shining beam that gives 
early. notice to station men, way-farers, 
runners of other. trains,. and casual 
tramps of the approach of the train 
bearing it. The runner using this light 
cannot see through a ‘hill.or a butld- 
ing any better than without it, but as 
it shines abdve, it makes its where- 
abouts manifest several miles in ad- 
vance, so that other trains can know 
‘that the electrically-lighted locomotive 
is approaching. The .angle of the re- 
flector can easily be adjusted so as 
to throw the beam upward, and the il- 
lumination of the particles of dust or 
moistures in the atmosphere makes a 
pencil of light, which may be seen 
overhead at a great distance. This is 
of immense service on tracks contain- 
ing many curves, at many points of 
which the ordinary headlight remains 
invisible when’ the locomotive is only a 
few yards away. An incident occurred 
recently in Ohio which illustrates the 
value of this feature of the light. An 
engineman running empty at night, 
and with the tender foremost, forgot 
about a passenger train that, was due. 
He would have run into the train on a 
bridge, a few miles off, but he saw the 
rays of. the electric headlight in the 
sky before the train was:in sight; that 
is, before it had reached a point where 
it would have been in sight by day- 
light, or where the lamp could be seen. 
The careless engineman. at once 
stopped and succeeded in'getting onto 
a sidetrack before the passenger train 
reached him. Many enginemen, espe- 
cially those on the roads of the western 
prairies, assert that:so much*does the 
electric headlight lessen the strain to 
which they are subjected, and increase 
their confidence while pushing their 
locomotives, that they would pay for 
the lamps themselves rather, than be 
without them. 


GENERATING CURRENT BY WIND- 
MILES. 


Comparatively little, use «has been 
‘made of windmills for the generatfén 
of electric current, but that such a 
plan is quite feasible under many con- 
ditions hitherto . thought to be un- 
favorable, is seen in;a ‘plant recently 
installed in. Massachusetts. In_ this 
case, a large house, stables, and 
grounds are lighted by electricity, and 
the’ windmill provides all the power. 


In previous experiments on utilizing | 
wind power for electric lighting, trou- 


ble has arisen from the variability of 
the wind, and the resulting fluctua- 
tions of the electric pressures. To 
overcome this difficulty, the windmill 
shaft is now connected with a speed 
equalizer, which stores enérgy me- 


chanically,:and so counterbalances the |. 


temporary subsidings of the wind. 


The wind power, after having been | 


converted into electric energy, is con- 
ducted to a system of storage bat- 
teries, which constitutes the current 
supply of the plant::* One of the best 
points of the installation is that it is. 
almost entirely automatic. There is 
no personal supervision necessary, and 
the plant needs looking to, for oiling 
principally, but once or twice in. a 
fortnight. Another feature of the 
plant is that it can be duplicated for 
from six to eight hundred dollars, and 
as it can be run. for a dozen years 
with practically no expense beyond 
the cost of. lubricants and. an occa- 
sional cleaning, it brings a private 
electric supply within the reach of a 
large number of people. It is found 
that the actual wind energy available 
for the equipment is far in excess of 
the requirements of. ordinary resi- 
dences, the storing capacity being am- 
ple to. bridge over any possible period 
of calm. The objections to former 
systems of electric windmills have 
been carefilly avoided, and the plant 
has been so well adjusted that it. is 
possible to use a much lower rate of 
wind spéed: than has éver ‘been at- 
tempted before.

Spokane, Wash, The telegram con- 
tained the intelligence that his brether 
was very sick, Alford showed it to the 
clerk, ang presenting two checks for 
$250 each, asked that they be cashed 
and the money placed in the safe, as 
he wag likely to need it after banking 
hours, 

The money was obtained and placed 


drawing the money from the bank 
aroused suspicion, and the .bank of- 
ficials telegraphed, and, it is said, as- 
certained that the draft was not good. 
The matter was reported to the police

Meantime, Alford had gone to the 
jewelry store of M. Lissner & Co., and 
‘purchased a diamond stud and ring.

Unfavorable Freight Rates and Rise 
in the Price of Raw Material Re- — 
sponsible for the Trouble, 

Manager’s Statement. 


. The Los Angeles Iron and Steel Com- 
any, one of the largest manufactur- 
ng concerns in the eity,. has. closed 
down temporarily and a receiver for the 
property has been.appointed. 
“For seyeral days rumors have been 
afloat that the company was financtally 
embarrassed, but these havé. been 
stoutly denied. Within the last two 
days, however, two gmall attachments 
have been filed, one by W. P. Fuller & 
Co,, the other by F. W. Braup & Co., 


and a small judgment for wages, in fa-_ 


vor ef F, B. Harris, superintendent of 
the works, has been rendered. 

These acts precipitated the receiver- 
ship and late Monday afternoon Judge 
Shaw appointed Willis J. Boyle re- 
celyer of the company’s property. Mr. 
Boyle has been acting as foreman of the 
company for seme time. He is a thor- 
ough business man, well versed in the 
iron trade, and is regarded quite ca- 
pable to handle the property and bring 


the company out of its financia] embar- | 


rassment. 

‘The Los Angeles Iron and Steel Com- 
pany was organized about three and 
one-half years ago. It has a large 
plant, equipped with modern machin- 
ery, located between the Santa Fé Rail- 
road yards and the Areade Depot of the 
Southern Pacific Company. It has been 
manufacturing very fine grades of 

in, galvanized and corrugated sheet 
ir n, and, running on little more than 
half its capacity, has been doing a busi- 
ness of $250,000 a year. The company 
has been employing from eighty to 100 
men, and its pay-roll, exclusive of gen- 
eral salaries, has amounted to $50,000 
a year, It is thus seen that it has 
been an important factor in the busi- 

community. 

"The shutting down of the works is 
a matter to be deprecated, as it throws 
a number of men out of employment, 
but the suspension, according to the 
statements of persons connected with 
the ‘company and familiar with its 
business, will not be: for long. 

-Col. Chamberlain, general manager 
ef the company, gave out the following 
statement last evening: 

“The difficulties encountered by the 
Los Angeles iron and Steel Compan 

at present are due principally to lac 

of capital to buy raw material at the 
proper time and in large enough quan- 
tity to withstand the pressure brought 
to bear by the steel trust, and to offset 
the discriminaion against us in freight 


rates. 

“When. the company Was organized 
about three and one-half years. ago, the 
differencé in_ freight 
and finished sheets was a ton in oul 
made in freight rates’ so ay Se make 
but $4 a ton in our favor on raw mate- 
rial. A short time aftérward the rates 
were changed so as to make ff cost us 
a little more freight, on enough billet 
to make a@ ton of sheet iron than it cost 
the eastern manufacturers for freight 
en a ton of finished sheet iron to this 


“But notwithstanding this. discrimi- 
nation against us, we were able up to 
last March to run the works at..a 
small profit. Last March the steel 
trust advanced the price of billets 
about $4.a ton, while immediately fol- 
lowing the price of sheet iron wag re- 
duced $2 to $3 a ton. On account of our 
not. having sufficient working capital, 
we were not able to go into the market 
before the price of billets went up and 
buy a full summer’s supply, as the old- 
esta nile ed firms in the East were able 

do, 

“This being the case, we could not. 
make any money. during the past sea- 
son, and owing to having a large stock 
of finished iron which we were carrying 
for a year, the company, finding that 
it could not meet all its bills as they 

ecameé due, decided to shut down for 
the time being, take an account of 

ma strong efforts to in- 
crease the capital, 80 as to afford suf- 
ficient ready money to run the mill suc- 
cessfully and take advantage of buy- 
ing billéts when the market was right. 

“During this time of Copression in 
busines8 and high prices of billets and 
the lowest price of sheet iron ever 
known, we could npt get into the San 
Francisco market without losing 
money, and there not being enough 
business in Southern California to run 
in full, we were able to run only about 
one-half the capacity of the mill. This 


very much increased the expense of | 


manufacturing. 

“While making efforts to increase its 
capital, the company wag attached 
for several small amounts, and it was 


thought ‘best ‘by ‘the board. -of directors |. 


to have a receiver appointed, feeling 
aesured by so doing that it would give 
time to bring new capital into the busi- 
ness. 

“There is no question in regard to 
the mill making money with sufficient 
working capital to run it to its full 
capacity of about 500 tons a month, 
which we are amply able to do, and 
which. we originally made our estimates 


upon. 

“It js the intention of the company 
te.proceed with efforts to enlist more 
capital, The company is amply sol- 
vent, ‘and if its property’ were sold un- 
der the hammer today, it would bring 


‘more’thain its indebtedness amounts 
to.”

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 
Lifting the Fallen. . 

LOS’ ANGELES, Dec. 22.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) Not as an an- 
swer, but as a suggestion to the Rev. 
Cc. C..McLean’s explanation in today’s 
issue of your paper, I request the in- 
sertion of the following from the Chris- 
tian Herald of December 16, 1896: 


“Hundreds of Fallen Men and Women 


Lifted and Saved from Ruin. 

“Amid the many philanthropies of 
the. great metropolis there is probably 
mone that is doing a more precious and 
blessed work at he present time than 
‘The New York Rescue Band.’ As an un- 
denominational and independent organ- 
ization, the’ band has for its platform, 
this simple declaration of princpiles 
and: purpose: 


>: ‘We aim to rescue fallen men and : 
: women from lives of sin and shame, : 
: and to lead them to Jesus Christ, : 
:. Who alone can save and keep from : 
Sin.’ : 
7 “They strive to these re- 
sults, first, by seeking out erring girls, 
whether in saloons, opium dens, or in 
the streets, or wherever they may be 
found, and taking them to a home for 
women, where, if they are willing to 
@bandon a sinful career, they may be 
helped to reform and return toa life 
of virtue. Second, by establishing mis- 
sions, where the gospel is preached to 
the lost, and also shelters and homes 
where those girls who forsake sin may 
be received and built up physically and 
spiritually, and fitted to go out into the 
world and earn an honest living. 

“The foundation work of this organ- 
ization is the personal visitation of er- 
ring girls wherever found and in what- 
ever condition. The band does not wait 
for them to come to a room in which 
the gospel is preached, but goes out 
after them and preaches the gospel to 
them wherever they are met, offering 
them an opportunity for a better life. 
‘These faithful workers go into the vil- 
est places in the city. In this wgy thou- 
sands of erring girls have at least an 
opportunity to forsake evil lives, who 
otherwise would not themselves seek 
out the chance to do better. The only 
Way to reach these wanderers is to go 
after them. 

“The workers have the recognition 
and protection of the police authorities, 
Which is important, as they are liable 
‘to be taken in a raid, or arrested on 
the street, unless protected. They are 
identified by means of a specially de- 
signed and appropriate badge. The 
Names and addresses, of girls, met on 
the street and otherwise, are given to 
a missionary employed by the organ- 
ization, who visits them later at their 
rooms and follows them up. Cards 
having the addresses of the home and 
a statement of the willingness of the 
organization to help them, are handed 
to the girls on the streets or else- 
where. The missionary also visits the 
prisons and hospitals. When a girl has 
been sent to prison, a memorandum is 
made of the time her sentence expires, 
and she is visited by the missionary 
and met at the time of her release from 
prison and taken to the Industrial 
Home or other homes. 

“Many girls of the middle and better 
Class, having been reared in comfort- 
able circumstances, have not had, be- 
fore thefr downfall, training in any par- 
ticular line of work. These girls na- 
turally prefer not to do housework, and 
an effort is now being made at this 
home to train them in a trade suit- 
able .to their tastes. Dress mak- 
ing, millinery, hair dressing, dress cut- 
ting, plain sewing, embroidery, stenog- 


raphy and typewriting are among the } 


‘branches which it has been designed to 
teach. Each girl coming to the home 
decides upon some occupation which 
she wishes to study, and she is thus 
trained until competent to take a po- 
sition. A lady physician attends to the

RESTAURANT ROW ENDS IN A 
STABBING AFFRAY, 


Sad Case of Suicide During Tempor- 
ary Insanity—Enthusiastic Meet- 
ing in Favor of San Pedro Har- 
bor—Gibson-Roberts Wedding. 


PASADENA, Dec. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Robert T. Klumph was 
arraigned in Recorder Rossiter’s court 
this afternoon on a charge of an as- 
sault with a deadly weapon with in- 
tent to commit murder, the complain- 
ant being one William Brady. Klumph 
was not represented by counsel, and 
said that he desired none upon the ex- 
amination, but the Recorder informed 


him that it was his duty to himself 


to present his defense, and the exami- 
nation was set for next Monday at 2 
p.m. Klumph was held in $1500 bail 
and went to jail in default of bondsmen. 
The man was arrested late Monday 
night at his home, at the corner of 
Galena avenue and Villa street, his of- 
fense being an attempt to kill William 
Brady with a pocketknife in Thomas’s 
“restaurant.” Brady went home and to 
bed, saying nothing to his family about 
the fracas. About midnight he was 
visited by the police, who had heard of 
the affair, and an examination w 

made of the nature of. his wounds. It 
was discovered that they were -‘prob- 
ably not of a fatal character, as the 
blade had glanced aside upon a _ rib. 
Two stabs had been made, but Brady 
was able to be upon the streets today. 
The place where the affair occurred is 
the Omaha restaurant, which is al- 
leged to be a veritable dive, the most 
notorious place in Pasadena. Its pro- 


. prietor was lately in the courts, and the 


‘““buzzer’’ system, by means of which 
he distributed illicit beer was shown 
up, and the true character of the place 
discovered to the public. The officials 
were fully informed through the pa- 
pers of how it was run weeks before 
any arrests Were made. 

Klumph asserts that he is from Ala- 
bama, and is a man of respectable 
family. He came to Pasadena for his 
health two years ago, being afflicted 
with tuberculosis, and unable to work. 
His wife supports him and their two 
young children by taking in washing. 
Charitable people have assisted him, 
and are still doing so. Klumph spent 
all his wife’s money, about $2000, in 
riotous living, then reform, and did 
not drink at all until a few weeks ago, 
when he secured a place in the Themas 
restaurant as helper. He worked there 
about a week, and then resigned his 
position on account of his health and 
his tendency. to imbibe. He went into 
the place at 11 o’elock yesterday 
morning “to see a man,’’ so he says, 
and, after a time he “saw him” in 
the person of Brady, with whom, he 
claims, he had no previous acquaint- 
ance. The pair gambled and alter- 
nated schooners of beers with glasses 
of whisky until about 6:30 in the after- 
noon, when they became noisy and 

e, and finally--ergaged in 


-quarreisom 
the fight in which Brady was stabbed. 


A number of young men were in the 
place at the time, playing cards. and 
drinking. They scattered when the af- 
fray occurred, and kept mum, but 
their names are known to the police 
and they have been summoned as wit- 
nesses. As a sequel to the row, 
Thomas was arrested at noon today 
charged with violation of the .auor 
ordinance, but was released upon pay- 
ment of $250 cash bail. It is regarded 
as a disgrace that Pasadena should 
permit such places to thrive in this 
community. The Council refuses. to 
take any steps to abolish the back 
rooms and blinds, and under cover of 
secrecy several of these places flour- 
ish, the apathy.of the officials being 
inexplicable. The character of ae 
Thomas place is undeniable, and 
Thomas is under bail of $300 for an of- 
fense against the ordinance committed 
a few months ago. The ordinance does 
not prohibit the sale of whisky under 
any conditions, and it is suspected that 
a violation of the Federal liquor law 
is involved in the case, as well as 


the infraction of the local ordinance. 
SUICIDE OF .MRS. MARGARET 
GALES. 
Mrs. Margaret Gales, wife of John 
Gales, superintendent of a ranch be- 


. longing to the Raymond Improvement 


Company, committed suicide early this 
morning by drowning herself in the 


' Marengo Water Company’s reservoiron 


the lands of the Raymond. Improve- 
ment Company. Mrs. Gales arose as 
usual about 6 a.m., and exhibited no 
unusual signs of mental disturbance. 
Her husband went out to milk the cow, 
leaving his wife busy with preparations 
for breakfast. When he had finished 
his work, having been absent from the 
house but a quarter of an hour, at the 
most, he could not find his wife in the 
house, He called to her mother and 
sister, who were visiting them, and in- 
quired her whereabouts. No one had 
seen her, and, going out upon the front 
porch in search of her, her husband 
saw her apron lying upon the embank- 
ment of the reservoir, across the road, 
and surmised what had happened. He 
called for help and would have imme- 
diately plunged into the water him- 
self, had he not been forcibly re- 


strained. Aid was summoned by the 


mother of the unfortunate woman, and 
the body, which was floating upon the 
surface of the water, was rescued. 
Physicians were summoned, and every 


effort made to resuscitate her, but all 


in vain. Although the body could not 
have been in the water more than fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, and was warm 
and flexible when recovered, life was 
extinct. 

A Coroner’s jury was summoned 
about 11 a.m. and the inquest devel- 
oped the fact that for three or four 
months Mrs. Gales had been a sufferer 
from a nervous malady, which in the 
last five weeks had developed into re- 
current insanity, at which times she 
was most carefully watched by her rel- 
atives. One of these insane fits was 
undoubtedly upon her when she ended 
her life, and the jury so determined. 

The deceased was a woman of at- 
tractive appearance and lovable dispo- 
sition, and has been married three 


years, her home life being unusually 


happy. Her husband and friends were 
devoted to her, and are prostrated by 
the sad occurrence. Mrs. Gales was 
conscious that her mind was unbal- 
anced, and at times was melancholy, 


and had a morbid fear that her condi- 


tion would become generally known. 
A sad feature of the affair is the fact 
that the fama, was making extensive 
preparations for a reunion Christmas 
day, and relatives were invited from a 
distance to participate in the good- 


cheer. The wife had worked at these 


preparations with the utmost enthu- 

siasm and looked forward with pleas- 

ant anticipations to Christmas.

RANDSBURG, 


NEW TOWN NAMED JOHANNESBURG 
JUST STAKED OUT. 


Expensive Water Sapply in Rands- 
burg —Sales of Mines — Church 
and School in a Mining Town. 
An Election Held. 


RANDSBURG, Dec. 21.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) One of the things 
which most surprises the newcomer 
to this camp is the beautiful weather. 
Instead of cold, blustery days and snow, 
as many expect, the sun shines out 
bright and clear, with little or no 
wind. Living out of doors, as many 
do, is attended with few of the discom- 
forts expected. With an ordinary tent 
and five dollars worth of lumber, one 
can make quite a comfortable house. 
With a small stove to supply a little 
fire in the evenings, which are always 
chilly, one can enjoy life. It is a. very 
healthy camp. With the exception of 
colds, there is no sickness here. Water 
from the Skillings well is of the best 
and is delivered in the town at 4 cents 
per gallon, either by the single galion 
or barrel. | 

Water from Cow Wells is cheaper, 
but not nearly so good. The Skillings 
people are laying pipe along Butte 
avenue today and the water will be 
piped into town in two or three days, 
but the price for the present will be 
the same. 

One mile and a half east of Rands- 
burg some parties have laid out a new 
town and called it Johannesburg. It 
is on level land and a forty-acre tract 
will be platted and stake off in town 
lots. These same parties own the 
Rigg well, about three miles distant, 
and are developing water under. the 
company name of Mountain View 
Water Company. They intend to raise 
the water .to a reservoir at the wells 
in order to get sufficient fall and pres- 
sure to run it into the new town. 
They. are putting down a. pipe line 
and expect to have it completed inside 
of a month. It will be furnished to 
the people of Johannesburg for 75 cents 
per barrel.

CAPT. MATHIESON THWARTS THE 
SEAMEN’S UNION, 


With Cocked Rifles Stood Off Two 
Bontioads of Union Sailors Who 
Attempt to Prevent San Fran- 
cisco Seamen from Shipping. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.). Advices from Lower 
California state that the steamer Man- 
zanillo of Mazatlan narrowly escaped 
being wrecked off Salina Cruz last 
week while en route to that place. In 
the midst of a severe storm her coal 
supply ran short and the machinery 
became disabled. The smokestack was 
washed overboard, and for a time the 
ship refused to answer the helm. The 
fires ran very low and before port was 
reached combustibles of all kinds were 
used for fuel, even including the extra 
spars. A hole was stove in the steam-, 
er’s side, but the crew managed to 
bring the vessel into Mazatlan for re- 
pairs. 

SAILORS’ UNION OUTWITTED. 

The barkentine Catharine Sudden was 
towed to sea this morning under very 
exciting circumstances. Capt. T. E. 
Mathieson, her master, had had some 
trouble with the Seamen’s Union, and 
several members had told him that he 
would never get out of port with non- 
union men in his crew. They used 
every artifice known to the union to 
prevent his obtaining a crew. 

The captain wired to San Francisco 
for three seamen, who were expected 
to arrive on the steamship Corona last 
night. Anticipating trouble, he made 
an arrangement with Capt. Jepsen to 
slow down in the middle of the bay 
and to allow the tug to take the men 
off before docking. The plan was car- 
ried out successfully, although two 
boatloads of union sailors pursued the 
tug almost to the barkentine. But 
Capt. Mathieson was ready for them 
and threatened to shoot into the boats 
of the interfering sailors if they ap- 
proached his ship. While the three 
men were being put aboard from the 
tug, he and his friends stood off the 
boats with cocked rifles. Then all lines 
were loosened and the tug towed the. 
barkentine to sea. She is bound for 
Gray’s Harbor.

The following statement was pre- 
sented yesterday at the regular meet- 
ing of the Parkhurst Society, adopted, 
and the request made that the press of 
the city publish the same, “that the 
community might know the origin and 
present condition of the league:” 

“For years the existence of gambling 
places, saloons, houses of ill-repute and 
other agencies of vice have threatened 


and have preyed upon the people of this 


city. From time to time efforts have 
been made to suppress them, but never 
with’ very gratifying success. The 
Ministerial -Union, believing that eter- 
nal vigilance is the price of good gov- 
ernment, saw fit to appoint a commit- 
tee to organize a vigilance league. This 
was done upon motion of Rev. John A. 
BB. Wilson, D.D., who stated at the time 
that. while this is one of the most 
moral cities in which he ever lived, yet, 
in some of its features, the law-break- 


ing and immorality of this city  ex- 
ceeded the worst conditions in New 


York in the days of Tammany Hall's 
greatest power. For instance the cus- 
tom of courtesans distributing their 
ecards, with names, street number, num- 
ber of room and telephone number, he 
found to be peculiar to the West. 
had never seen nor heard of it in the 
cast. 

. “Kor some time after the appointment 
of this committee nothing was done. 
About five months ago certain persons 
sought an interview with one of the 
pastors of the city and urged some 
agitation in favor of the enforcement of 
the law. against a poolroom that, it 
was alleged, was being run in violation 
of the law. It was stated by these per- 
sons, Who seemed to be reliable and 
well informed as to what was going on 
among the gaming element of the com- 
munity, that the peolroom referred to 
was being run at an expense of $800 or 
$1000 per month in the way of hush 
money, Which was distributed among 
city officials, newspapers and others. It 
was further alleged that other pool- 
rooms and other gambling places would 
be opened if the one then existing was 
not suppressed, and a corps of_city_of- 
ficials elected who could not” be 
“:ouched” with corruption money. Much 
other information of the same general 
character Was given. 

“The situation as deseribed was re- 
perted to the committe already referred 
to, and the proposed organization for 
the enforcement of law and the mainte- 
nance of good government was speedily 
formed, receiving the name of the Park- 
hurst Saciety. 


“The purpose of this society, as 
stated in its econsiitution, is ‘to secure |. 
municipal reform, the enactment of 


such laws and sity ordinances as shall 
conserve the peace and morals of the 
people, and to, secure the enforcement 
ef the laws agains! viee and immoral- 


ity, and the exposure, punishment and 


expulsion from oftice, and defeat when 
candidates for office, of such persons as 
have been derelict in duty. while in 
office, or who, by their personal char- 
Acter and affiliations do not give as- 
surance of thorough enforcement of 
law, Without fear or favor.’ 

THE WORK DONE. 

“Acreeable with this purpose, a com- 
mittee was appointed, with Dr. C. C. 
McLean as chairman, whose duty it 
was to make investigations as to the 
alleged violations of public law and 
morality. The chairman of that com- 
mittee, in an interview with the Chief 
of Police. was informed that, to ob- 
tain evidence upon which conviction 
could be secured, it was necessary that 
liquor be bought from the dealers and 
drunk on the premises at such times 
as the law says the saloons must be 
rlosed. Accordingly, with the aid of de- 
tectives, the committee visited a large 
number of saloons and a number of 
houses of il] repute, for the purpose of 
ascertaining to what extent the alleged 
conditions existed, and to see whether 
girls under age are being enticed from 
home to a life of shame, as commonly 
reported. The results of their work 
have already been made known in part 
in public meetings and in the courts. 
It may be said that: out of the whole 
number of saloons visited after the 
hour of midnight. not a dozen were 
found closed. And in the single case 
that has been tried (which was one of 
the very weakest,) the defendant was 
Standing behind the bar the 
plaintiff and witness came from the 
rear of the room, evidently awaiting a 
kale which he did not hesitate to make. 
In other cases that were dismissed, the 


' only flaw found was that the commit- 


tee, both from personal dislike of the 
work and from insufficient knowledge 
of Jegal requirements, failed to visit the 
place a second or third time and thus 
rove that a business is carried on. 
he existence and the character of the 
laces is not denied. In one of the sa- 
oons visited at 2:30 a.m., Sunday morn- 
Ing, November 29, the following con- 
tersation occurred between the proprie- 
tor of the saloon and two members of 
the committee. It may he taken to ex- 
plain, in part at least, the attitude of 
fonte of the papers of the city toward 
the movement to rectify some of these 
evils. The members of the committee 
referred to entered the saloon at that 
our and asked for something to drink. 
he proprietor said, with an oath, ‘We 
have to be careful about violating the 
law, for these preachers are after us. 
Don't you know that” looking into th 
eyes of one of the committee. To which 
he replied, ‘Yes, I know it. Do vou 
kuppose that I am blind and cannot 
read the newspapers?” He replied, with 
Bn oath, ‘I don’t care for the newspa- 
ers. All they are after is money. 
hey can be bought. But (with an oath) 
the preachers cannot be bought.’ The 
member of the committee referred to 
replied, ‘You should be very careful in 
making such a statement as that. You 
ight get yourself into trouble. Do you 
now that these papers can be bought” 
e emphatically declared that the sa- 
toon men knew they could be bought 
and that he would give a conversation 
that occurred in his saloon in proof of 
his statement, with reference to a lead- 
ing daily of this city. He then stated 
that two men in his Saloon said, the 
one corroborating the other, that the 
Proprietor of that daily told them he 
would like to vote and work for a cer 
tain candidates fora prominent city of. 
ee, but that his paper was for sale 
he committeeman ahove mentioned 
replied, That is a terrible charge to 
ake,’ and said he could not believe it 
hereupon the proprietor of the sa- 
loon said, ‘These two men are known 
titizens of. repute, and Said they would 
swear to that statement at any time.’ 
The society does not, nor does th 
committee, contend that the work 4 
Wholly free from criticism. Probably 
mo man ever acomplished any real 
results in life which, if he had to un 
@ertake again, he could not accom- 
lish with more Satisfaction both t 
imself and to others. The Society ie. 
zes that it is most unfortunate that 
@nhy persons should ‘be compelled to 
&dopt such methods as the committee 
were obliged to follow in order to se- 
eure evidence that would convict in 
the courts. And in the future operations 
of the committee, they wil] doubtless 
profit by many of the criticisms passed 
upon their work. They do not fear just 
and honorabje criticism of their person 
Or methods. It should be remembered 
however, that criticism is an easy mat. 
ter. To do a work is one thing: to tel] 
how it ought to have been done better 
quite another. 
“We believe that no criticisms have 
been passed upon the motives behind 
this movement, even by its severest op- 
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paralleled money-saving

ponents, as none can be. If the general 
methods of the committee he objected 
to, we ask, ‘By what other methods 
could the necessary evidence be se- 
cured?’ The committee has simply fol- 
lowed the methods suggestéd by the 
Chief of Police himself, as the proper: 
course of procedure. These criticisms 


evidently come from those who do not 
favor any such reform in our city-— 
and to such any method would be ob- 
jectionable—or from those who think 
that such work ought to be done, but 
not by ministers and theological stu- 
dents. With referenée to the latter, 
it may be admitted .that there is ground 
for a difference of opinion. However, 
it is urged on the other hand, that not 
having sufficient funds to employ pro- 
fessional detectives, it was practically 
impossible to secure other competent 
men to do the work. 

“Rut whether or not ministers and 
students should engage in this kind 
of work, or whether the methods pur- 
sued were in all respects wise or wn- 
wise, it does not alter the facts that 
have been brought to light—facts which 
should not be lost sight of for a sin- 
gle moment amid the general criticism 
of the society and its comittee. The 
existence of open and continuous viola- 
tions of the laws governing the wel- 
fare of this city—violations with the 
steady connivance of some person or 
persons in authority—cannot be de- 
nied. The committee did not create 
these conditions. Nor were they at eny 
time actuated by a desire to manu- 
facture cases or to persecute the fallen. 
Nor did they pay out money to induce 
violations of the law. They verified the 
information received in regard to such 
places and practices. The only ques- 
tion is one of sufficient evidence to se- 
cure convictions against these violat- 
ors. It must be further demonstrated 
to every lover of the fair name of Los 
Angeles that our ordinances are la- 
mentably insufficient to properly pro- 
tect the public. In fact, they protect 
the criminal. 

“In view of this situation, what do 
the orderly and law-abiding citizens of 
Los Angeles propose to do? Will,they 
by their active or passive opposition 
declare free reign to open and secret 
corruptors of youth and innocence, and 
to violators of liquor ordinances that 
are already too weak? Or will an in- 
dignant public-press these efforts to a 
successful issue?”
